Others  seek  computer  literacy  as  they 
pursue  their  chosen  field  in  the  liberal 
or  fine  arts. 

A rapidly  growing  number  of 
educators  in  the  liberal  arts  is  reaching 
a very  important  conclusion.  There  is  a 
significant  place  for  computer 
technology  within  the  framework  of 
the  liberal  arts  curricula.  Proponents 
of  this  theory  feel  that  liberal  arts 
! students  must  have  a working 
knowledge  of  modern  technology  in 
order  to  take  their  rightful  place  in  the 
world  in  which  they  will  live  and  work. 

“We  cannot  in  good  conscience 
claim  to  be  educating  persons  today  in 
the  field  of  liberal  arts,  preparing  them 
to  be  strong  and  critical,  and  whole 
| • human  beings  able  to  make  judgements 
about  things  that  impinge  most  crucial- 
, ly  on  their  lives,  unless  we  include  the 
phenomena  of  technology,”  says  Nan- 
nerl  O.  Keohane,  President  of 
Wellesley  College.  “An  education  in 
the  liberal  arts  must  recognize  that  the 


domain  of  human  beings  is  becoming 
more  technological,”  she  argues. 

A recent  conference  arranged  by  the 
Alfred  O.  Sloan  Foundation  was  held 
to  discuss  its  plans  for  a new  program 
to  aid  liberal  arts  institutions  introduc- 
ing technological  studies  and  quan- 
titative methods  into  their  curricula. 
This  departure  in  interest  by  a major 
foundation  which  traditionally  sup- 
ports work  in  science,  technology,  and 
engineering  reflects  the  growing  con- 
cern by  such  groups  that  without  in- 
troducing some  technology  to  liberal 
arts  that  liberal  arts  graduates  could  be 
alienated  by  a technological  society. 

Some  educators  argue  that  incor- 
porating quantitative  and  analytical 
skills  into  liberal  education  could  pro- 
duce a technological  mode  of  thought 
that  is  contrary  to  the  modes  of 
thought  traditionally  associated  with  a 
liberal  arts  education. 

But  Wesleyan’s  Dean  of  the  College, 
Dr.  Kayron  McMinn,  feels  that 
Wesleyan  has  taken  a very  important 
step  in  introducing  computer  science 
into  the  curricula.  “The  computer  is  a 
calculating  and  communicating 
device,”  says  Dean  McMinn.  “Both 
communication  and  mathematical 
calculations  are  part  of  the  traditional 
liberal  arts  curricula.”  She  further 


notes  that  the  mental  skills  of  logic  and 
reasoning  required  in  computer  science 
are  the  same  skills  ideally  acquired 
through  a liberal  arts  education. 

Women  are  increasingly  interested  in 
computer  science,  but  still  in  smaller 
numbers  than  men.  The  ability  to  use 
computers  will  be  a crucial  factor  in  the 
job  markets  and  in  the  powerful  posi- 
tions of  the  future.  If  women  are  not 
trained  in  this  necessary  technology, 
they  could  be  excluded  from  competing 
successfully  in  their  fields  on  an  equal 
basis  with  men. 

The  uses  of  computer  programs  in 
other  liberal  arts  disciplines  shows 
great  promise.  Political  science  and  in- 
ternational relations  simulations, 
social  science  problems,  psychological 
statistical  studies  and  individualized  in- 
struction for  education  majors  are  all 
ways  that  the  computer  can  make  lear- 
ning more  exciting  in  other  disciplines. 
Accounting,  management  and 
marketing  problems  also  can  be 
simulated  on  the  computer. 

The  availability  of  computer  science 
courses  also  allows  Wesleyan  to  offer 
an  important  opportunity  to  non- 
traditional  age  students.  Courses  are 
being  offered  in  the  evening  through 
Wesleyan’s  Center  for  Continuing 
Studies.

■ANCHORS  AWEIGH!

With  the  formal  adoption  of  the  In- 
i stitutional  Statement  of  Purpose  by  the 
Board  of  Trustees  at  its  May  meeting, 
Wesleyan  College  reached  a major 
i milestone.  The  statement  establishes 
j Wesleyan’s  commitment  to  educating 
women  in  the  Liberal  and  Fine  Arts  in 
i an  environment  specifically  designed  to 
meet  the  ever-changing  needs  of 
women,  and  undergirded  by  Christian 
I ideals. 

An  institution’s  statement  of  pur- 
pose is  its  very  heart,  for  all  institu- 
tional endeavors  emanate  from  this 
\ source.  In  one  sense  it  can  be  said  that 
it  is  simply  a further  definition  of  the 

! purpose  stated  in  the  official  charter  of 
the  college.  But  more  importantly,  this 
further  definition  defends  that  original 
purpose  by  answering  the  question, 
“Why?”  Further,  it  answers  the  ques- 
tion, “How?”  by  providing  a blueprint 
from  which  to  plan  strategic  programs 
c to  achieve  the  institution’s  goals,  i 

“Why”  Wesleyan  chooses  to  main- 
tain her  distinct  identity  as  a women’s 
2,  college  is  not  based  on  hopes  and 
)f  speculation,  nor  on  sentimental  attach- 
. ment  to  tradition  and  history. 
c Wesleyan  chooses  to  be  a women’s  col- 
l lege  because  concrete  evidence  compil- 
ed in  numerous  studies  over  the  past 
decade  proves  the  need  “for  women 
|e  only”  educational  institutions. 

L Additionally,  recent  studies  also  show 
a dramatic  increase  in  the  “demand” 
e for  women’s  colleges.  Between  1970  and 
n 1980,  undergraduate  “headcount 
r enrollment  in  women’s  colleges  grew  a 
u total  of  14.8%,  despite  declines  in 
enrollment  for  the  years  between  1970 
ft  and  1975.  (Profile  II:  A Second  Profile 
of  Women's  Colleges , Analysis  of  the 
f Data;  The  Women’s  College  Coalition, 
November,  1981.) 

cl  According  to  the  Statement  of  Pur- 
pose,  Wesleyan  will  address  the  educa- 
v tional  needs  of  women  in  a residential 
environment  which  emphasizes  the  in- 
tegration of  curricular  and  noncur- 
e ricular  elements.  This  environment 
£ serves  to  expand  women’s  aspirations 
l for  their  lives  by  enhancing  the 
e intellectual  / creative  foundation  of  the 
5-  Liberal  and  Fine  Arts  with  practical  ex- 
r periences  that  will  assist  them  to 
j develop  the  skills,  confidence,  and  the 
flexibility  to  meet  a variety  of  choices. 

I Further,  with  its  affirmation  of  the 
* bond  with  the  United  Methodist 
j Church,  the  Statement  of  Purpose 
recognizes  that  educators  have  an 


equal  responsibility  to  promote  in  the 
college  community  the  ethical  and 
moral  climate  necessary  to  sustain 
principled  livings 

Consensus  among  the  various  col- 
lege constituencies  in  the  definition  and 
formulation  of  a statement  of  purpose 
is  essential  if  the  ultimate  goals  are  to 
be  realized.  Arriving  at  this  consensus 
at  Wesleyan  has  taken  two  years  and 
has  involved  innumerable  people. 

The  President’s  Commission  on 
Goals  initiated  the  process  of  assessing 
Wesleyan’s  mission  with  its  published 
report  in  September,  1980.  Too,  the 
sense  of  crisis  and  controversy  sur- 
rounding the  question  of  affiliating 
with  Mercer  University,  which  arose 
simultaneously,  served  to  force  us  to 
scrutinize  and  factually  substantiate 
our  belief  in  the  validity  and  viability 
of  a women’s  college  in  these  times  of 
uncertain  social  and  economic 
pressures. 

Responding  to  these  two  events,  the 
Trustee  Committee  on  Academic  and 
Student  Affairs  shepherded  the  for- 
mulation of  the  Statement  of  Purpose 
through  17  documented  steps  to  arrive 
at  a true  consensus  from  all  constituen- 
cies. The  faculty  endorsed  the  State- 
ment on  March  2,  1982,  and  the 

trustees  finalized  this  assessment-by- 
consensus with  their  unanimous  adop- 
tion of  the  Statement  on  May  21,  1982. 

Often  during  these  two  years,  lines 
from  a children’s  poem  seemed  to  best 
describe  my  own  frustration  in  observ- 


ing this  arduous,  at  times  painful,  but 
vital  process. 

“Our  anchor’s  too  big  for  our  ship, 

So  we’re  sit  tin’  here  try  in’  to  think. 

If  we  leave  it  behind  we’ll  be  lost. 

If  we  haul  it  on  board,  we  will  sink. 

If  we  sit  and  keep  talkin  ’ about  it, 

It  will  soon  be  too  late  for  our  lrip...*\ 

Wesleyan  responded  to  this  dilemma 
by  rowing  harder  and  slowly  building  a 
sturdier  ship.  How  grateful  we  are  that 
we  did  not  “cut  anchor”  in  the  face  of 
the  storm.  Now  we  have  that  anchor  to 
steady  our  course. 

The  Alumnae  Association  has 
steadily  maintained  its  determination 
to  be  a positive,  active  force  in  the 
building  of  our  ship.  The  exciting  part 
of  our  adventure  is  just  beginning.  As 
programs  are  developed  from  the  chart 
that  is  the  Statement  of  Purpose,  there 
will  be  many  opportunities  for  specific 
affirmative  action  by  alumnae. 

We  look  to  the  sailors  of  our  ship, 
the  Board  of  Trustees  and  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  College,  for  perseverance, 
determination  and  commitment  to  the 
cause  of  women’s  education. 

I celebrate  that  the  time  has  finally 
come  to  quit  “talkin’  about  it”  and  to 
get  on  with  our  trip.  For  this  alumna, 
and  for  Wesleyan  College,  it’s  raise  the 
gangplank... anchors  aweigh. . .full 
steam  ahead!

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IN  MEMORIAM 

Mr.  D.  Abbott  Turner 


The  recent  death  of  Mr.  D.  Abbott 
Turner  represented  for  Wesleyan  Col- 
lege the  loss  of  one  of  its  most  devoted 
friends. 

Mr.  Turner  had  many  associations 
with  the  College,  some  going  as  far 
backward  in  time  as  the  founding  of 
Wesleyan.  He  was  a descendant  of 
George  Foster  Pierce,  the  first  President 
of  Wesleyan.  His  grandmother,  Mrs. 
Ella  Pierce  Turner,  was  one  of  the 
founders  of  the  Alpha  Delta  Pi  Sorori- 
ty. His  daughters,  Mrs.  Sarah  Louise 
Butler  and  Mrs.  Betty  Corn,  are 
graduates  of  Wesleyan.  Mrs.  Butler 
presently  serves  on  the  Board  of 
Trustees  of  the  College.  His  wife,  Mrs. 
Elizabeth  Bradley  Turner,  held  an 
honorary  degree  from  Wesleyan. 

Mr.  Turner,  a loyal  Trustee  of  the 
College  for  many  years,  with  his  own 
funds  and  through  the  Bradley  Founda- 
tion, which  he  chartered  and  liberally 
endowed,  made  a number  of  generous 
gifts  to  Wesleyan.  One  such  gift  was  a 
residence  for  the  president  of  the  Col- 
lege, which  included  some  forty  acres  of 
land  adjacent  to  the  campus.  A grateful 
Board  of  Trustees  named  the  land 
“Turner  Acres”  and  the  house 
“Bradley  Hall.”  The  Bradley  Founda- 
tion continues  in  its  generous  support  of 
the  College. 

Of  his  many  gifts  and  services,  one 
other  deserves  special  mention.  His 
good  friend,  Mr.  William  N.  Banks,  at 
that  time  Chairman  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees,  made  a magnificent  donation 
to  the  College  for  the  purpose  of  en- 
dowing a Department  of  United  States 
Language  and  Literature.  Almost  im- 
mediately afterward  the  College  became 
involved  in  a campaign  to  redeem  the 
Wesleyan  Bonds  which  had  become 
worthless  to  their  holders  when  the  Col- 
lege, years  earlier,  had  been  forced  into 
bankruptcy.  Mr.  Banks  generously 
allowed  the  endowment  fund  to  be 
diverted  from  the  purpose  he  had 
cherished  to  that  campaign.  However, 
Mr.  Turner  resolved  that  the  endow- 
ment fund  must  be  replaced.  With  some 
of  his  friends  he  replaced  the  money  and 
made  possible  the  endowment  of  the 
Banks  Department  of  United  States 
Language  and  Literature. 

Anyone  familiar  with  the  city  of  Col- 
umbus, Georgia,  knows  of  the  many 
-civic,  cultural,  and  religious  benefits 
yH||£stowed  on  that  community  by  Mr. 
.iiiiiiMirner.  But  his  influence  went  far 
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beyond  Columbus.  Through  his 
business  associations  in  Atlanta, 
Macon,  and  elsewhere,  and  through  his 
interest  in  the  affairs  of  The  Methodist 
Church  throughout  the  State,  his  was  an 
influence  that  was  felt  throughout 
Georgia. 

A loving  husband  and  father,  an 
astute  businessman,  a devoted  church- 
man, a concerned  citizen,  a quiet  but 
forceful  leader,  a man  of  convictions, 
Mr.  Turner  was  one  of  those  people 
whose  lives  make  a difference  in  the 
struggle  toward  the  betterment  of 
human  existence.
